Senate Demands Call-Up of Reserves for Viet Nam Duty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
demand that some Reserves be 
called to active duty for the war 
in Viet Nam came from the Sen­ 
ate Appropriations Committee 
on Friday when it approved a 
defense budget of more than $58 
billion. 
“ The committee insists that 
immediate consideration be giv­ 
en to utilizing Reserve forces, 
especially those individuals who 
have no service in the active 
forces except as trainees, to 
meet some or all of the addi­ 
tional requirements of the ac­ 
tive forces for additional men,"

the committee said. 
“It would be in the national 
interest to utilize a reasonable 
portion of the Reserve forces of 
all the services'* in fulfilling the 
U.S. commitment in Viet Nam, 
the committee said in its formal 
report on the annual military 
appropriations bill for the year 
which started July I.

Russell, D-Ga., floor manager 
of the bill. 
“ Men who have enough pull to 
get into the Reserve or National 


Guard units are not being sent 
to fight, while the man across 
the street who is drafted lands 
in Viet Nam.

service by all Americans," he 
told newsmen, ‘i t costs just as 
much to train a Reservist as a 
draftee for six months. The dif­ 
ference is that the draftee prob­ 
ably goes to Viet Nam .’*

of President Johnson, so far has 
declined to call any Reserves to 


duty, either in units or as indi­ 
viduals. Both men have said 
such action may be required in 
the future, however.

(A P I- 
Two veteran U.S, representa­ 
tives are up against the stiffest 
tests of their political careers in 
Louisiana’s primary eiectioQ 
balloting Saturday. 
Sen. .Allen J, EDender, 15, is 
expected to easily capture his 
sixth term in Washington. 
The Democratic contest for 
the U.S. Senate nomination is 
the only statewide race. Louisi­ 
ana’s budding Republican party 
didn’t name a senatorial nomi­ 
nee.

. Lead to US Attack

A military spokesman said the 
best judgments possible led to 
the U.S. Air Force attack on 
the 
Mekong 
delta 
village of 
Truong Thanh Tuesday night 
and the toll among civilians was 
"a shock and a surprise." 
Napalm, 20-mm cannon shells 
and antipersonnel bombs loosed 
by two F100 Super Sabres in 
reprisal for shots officially re­ 
ported fired at a spotter plane 
killed at least. 26 and wounded 
82 of the villagers, many of 
them women and children. 
“ We are all deeply grieved," 
said the spokesman, Lt. Col. 
Josiah Wallace of Rapid City, S. 
D. “It was a terrible disaster to 
our neighbors.” 
. Wallace said president John­ 
son had cabled questions about 
the incident and been told that 
Viet Cong troops were in the 
village, had held civilian hos­ 
tages and had fired at a U.S. 
plane.

The full toll may not be known 
for several days, for no Ameri­ 
can or Vietnamese troops have 
entered the village for a first­ 
hand 
survey. 
Villagers 
have 
moved some dead and wounded 
to neighboring Cau Nheim and to 
Can Tho, the capital of Phuong 
Dinh Province, about 80 miles 
southwest of Saigon. 
"It would take at least a bat­ 
talion of troops to go in there, 
and we don’t have them right 
now'," Wallace said. "A major 
operation is just getting under 
way elsewhere in, the delta.” 
The 
spokesman 
gave 
this 
background of the incident: 
It had been reported that a 
company of guerrillas was in 
and 
around 
the 
village 
and 
building a barricade across a 
canal on which it is situated. 
Some of the people lived in sam ­ 
pans that tied up in the canal. 
Villagers said, two platoons, 
meaning 50 or 60 men, were 
within the village and conscript­ 
ing people to work on the barri­ 
cade.

Truong Thanh is in an area 
regarded 
as 
contested. 
This 
meáns it is in the camp of the 
Viet Cong or the government, 
depending on which side has 
soldiers there. Two U.S. airmen, 
in a spotter plane were shot 
down and killed in that area 
July 22. 
The 
air 
operation Tuesday 
was ordered by Lt. Col. Le Cong 
Thuong, the 
provincial chief, 
after consideration of all fac­ 
tors. 
A U.S. forward air controller, 
flying over the area in a small 
observer plane on another mis­ 
sion, was briefed, given map 
coordinates for Truong Thanh, 
and instructed to look it over. 
The flier made one pass. He 
saw a few sam pans at the vil­ 
lage and 
many 
more down­ 
stream. The implication to the 
pilot, Wallace said, was that 
those who had wanted to flee 
the Viet Cong had done so and 
that those 
who 
stayed 
were 
sympathizers.

Baudot Spry at SO . . . 
Barbering Continues . . . 


★ LONG SPAN—Alvin Baudot, now 80 and 
still working as a barber as he’s done for 68 
years since he started during the Spanish- 
American war, sat in a livingroom 
easy- 
chair, his teeth clamped shut on a cigar 
stub, and his reaction to questions a little 
slow—as it gets to be with old men. 
But he 
sat with one foot on a hassock and the other 
lifted up on the end of his chair, looking for 
all the world like a college kid in a 
bull 
session. 
His brown and white saddle shoes 
contradicted the weariness expressed by his 
wiry body, and his hands and arms waved 
the air accenting points he was making with 
his raspy, but effective voice. 
Suits cut in 
glen plaids and stylish checks hung on doors 
in laundryman’s plastic bags in the house at 
442 Chestnut street of which he is now the 
owner, but was once a boarder when 
he 
first came to Pottstown before the 
First 
World war. . ...

"BAA-DOE you pronounce the name,” 
he said, "like the French movie ac­ 
tress, Bardot; except I’ve got a ‘u’ where 
she has an *r*.” Bardot seemed a funny 
reference for a man who came to ap 
abrupt adulthood in the 1900s when he 
was only 14 years old; but a boy 
in 
those days was supposed to be' more of 
a man at 14 than some of today’s men 
at 21. 
"Do you remember 
the

that used to come in the

crates?” he asked. "Well, I got one of 
them and took it to my uncle’s barber 
shop—that was

★ "THE SHOPS in those days really were 
something,” he said, with 
a 
laugh. 
"A 
whole row of spittoons would lie on the floor 
across from each barber, 
and 
boy, 
he 
could tilt his head back and let go with a 
gob—sometimes right over the head of a 
custom er—and hit the thing right on tar­ 
get, never missed!” The old barber shop 
had other attractions. 
Cupping and leech­ 
ing, a quasi-medical administration of little 
tin cups and live leeches to draw out the 
"bad blood" from a person feeling under 
par. 
"The old 
German-trained 
barbers 
could do it real good," he said, “ but it faded 
out. Women loved it.” Going to the barber 
wasn’t a purely masculine experience before 
the advent of the beauty parlors, Baudot re ­ 
minisced. 
"Shave and a haircut—two bits" 
was extent in the pre-w’ar days, and barbers’ 
wages were set at $9 a week (not bad) with 
six day weeks that started at 7 a.m. 
and 
ended at 8 o’clock at night (9 and 11 on F ri­ 
days and Saturdays) . . .

BAUDOT rummaged 
around 
Am­ 
bler, Ft. Washington, even spent awhile 
in a swank six-chair emporium in Phila­ 
delphia, but, being a country boy, fin­ 
ally came to Pottstown and took a job 
at Dwyer’s Barber shop at High 
and 
Hanover streets during the war. 
Post­ 
war pay in the booming 1920s was good 
—$14 a week—and he liked Pottstown, 
so he stayed on. 
"Old Dwyer had the 
cleanest shop in town” he said. "But 
after he closed iu the depression I bor­ 
rowed some money and started my own 
place above the State Liquor store fur­ 
ther down on High street.” The shop is 
still there and Baudot is still 
cutting 
hair, only "my customers have to climb 
that flight of stairs to get to me. I tell 
you, some of them 
march 
up 
those 
stairs puffing like a steam engine.” Bui 
Baudot, who if he felt any better "would 
have to go see the doctor,” still puts in. 
a nine hour day, 
walks to work, 
and 
only charges $1 a haircut. In the day of 
the unions he’s considered a sacrilege, 
but as he says, "the heck with it.”
